There's a modified version of the Hammar HXL-1 linear amp. It added tuned 
input circuits to give a much better (stable, linear, resistive...all these 
are important to get most linear operation of driving amp) load to the 
driving amp. Slight changes in plate circuit parasitic suppressors...the 
inductors & R's are different. Also came with 572B's instead of A's. 


It seems possible to modify an earlier version to later one to some extent. 
But the bandswitch p/n is different (tho schematic shows no diff's) so 
probably can't be wired to switch input ct's. 


Hammar didn't change model numbers on this. You can't even tell from the 
schematic legend. Embarrassed I'd guess...I'd be, too. You don't want the 
earlier version. 


These are rather plain amps, no fancy stuff, pair o' 572B's. Mine (a 
later one) works fine. No ALC. Is happier running on 240 VAC. Can't do 
160m. Mine had cooked resistors...it's been a very long time since I 
looked at this amp...in the plate ct??. Cooling arrangement seems very 
crude..I don't know if it's adequate or not; fan motor in mine is noisy. 
I'd take out the strings of HV diodes & replace w/one diode. 


An interesting ct in this amp is the linearity checker. Rectified RF 

input is compared to rectified RF output (attenuated, of course), drives 
meter. If amp was perfect, wouldn't be any difference in the two. I don't 
recall how well this ct works. 


I have paper on all of this. 


Years ago I used it with a Hammar HX-50B. My least favorite SSB exciter. 
Poor design, kinda cheap, too.

Hi, Gang 


I have an HXL-1, and enjoy it. 
It is the later model, using tuned input circuits. 


I think the bandswitch is the same as the earlier design, 

because they had a section of the bandswitch connect to different tap 
points on the bifillar filament choke, in the earlier model. 

The early design sounds kind of bogus, and I guess it was bogus. 


Good things about the HXL-1: 

Large power transformer. 

Large Variable capacitors. 

Heavy duty band switch and plate coil. 

The final tubes are mounted vertically, less chance of the grid sagging 
against the final plate. 

The "tune" meter circuit works well, similar 

to the "tune" circuit on a 30L-1 or 30S-1. 


Not-so-good things: 

The standby bias is obtained by rectifying filament voltage. 

There's not enough negative voltage to cut-off the 572B's. 

The Filament transformer does not have a center tap. 

No ALC output. 

Resistors drifted in HV meter divider. (They didn't use wire-wounds). 


Fault with my unit: 
High input SWR on 20m (only), was due to an open capacitor in the 20m 
input tuned circuit.

For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.
